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Provinces With Tax Pacts 
Get Boost Of $10,475,000 


OTTAWA (CP) 
provinces which have taxation 
agreements with the federal 
government will receive in. 1949- 
50 an estimated $10,475,000 more 
than they did during the cur- 
rent fiscal .year. 

The main 1949-50 estimates, 
tabled in the Conimons Monday 
afternoon, show that the prov- 
inces—all except Ontario and 
Quebec — will receive about 
$91,500,000 compared with 
$81,025,000.
